This Is how Hie handicap 
works: last year 38.28 of the 
Faculty of Commerce gave blood, 
Engineering and Architecture don- 
ations amounted to 33.46% of 
their total registration, and 
28.51 r / v of Arts nnd Science gave. 
The two other big faculties con- 
sidered in tho handicap are Law 
and Medicine. They totuled 

II. 011% and ii.80% respectively. 
PREVIOUS RECORD COUNTS 

This year tlm pcrcc'nTagea will 
not be tho final figures. The En- 
gineers percentage will be multi- 
plied by 38*28/33,46; and the 
Arts nnd Science percentages, by 
.18.28/28.54. Commerce's percent- 
age will be left as It (multiplied 
by one). Seeing that last year 
neither Law nor Médecine were 
really In the race and consequent- 
ly their figures are drastically low 
they have no previous record to 
go on. Therefore John Vlpond. 
chairman of the McGill Blood 
Drive and Inventor of the handi- 
cap system, decided that both Law 
and Medicine might Just as well 
start off from scratch with .i 
handicap of one. 

confirmation 

Vlpond stated that as yel Hie 
handicap has only been confirmed 
by two of the five undergraduate 



presidents: Blair Douglas of 
Commerce, nnd Sinn McGurk or 
Engineering. 

At first glance tho handicap 
system seems to he unfair to 
Commerce. This seems so because 
what the handicap actually does 
Is mnke the winner the fnculty 
which tloes the best as compared 
to last year's rigurcs; excluding 
Law and Medicine, whose results 
will not be changed. 

OVKHCOXFIDEXCE 
Learning from past experience, 
however. It was found that al- 
though the Engineers won two 
years ago they did not win last 
year. What probably happened 
was that the Engineers got over- 
confident. 



In his writing, nnd in his lec- 
tures, Roy Campbell Is able to 
draw on tho resources of an in- 
teresting and unusually varied 
career. He is at home .in South 
Africa, Englnnd, Spain, Portugal, 
and North Africa. Ho has served 
In tho British and Spanish armies, 
and nt various times ho has made 
his living as a sailor, fisherman, 
rancher and bullfighter. 

For a period at the end of tho 
second World War, he was a pro- 
gramme director of tho B.B.C., 
and according to reports In Isis 
and Chnrwell, tho student mns- 
nzlnos, his lectures at Oxford nnd 
Cambridge In 1951 drew tho larg- 
est crowds of the yenr. 

Mr. Campbell's visit to McGlll 
Is one of many visits to tho major 
Universities nnd Literary So- 
cieties In North America. 

Mr. Campbell first became 
widely known with the publica- 
tion of "The Flaming Terrapin" 
(1922), which was praised by the 
Into T.E. Lawrence for its "En- 
ergy" and "originality", and was 
described as "a riot of glorious 
colour and Imagery". "Tho Flam- 
ing Terrapin" was followed by 
"Tho Wuysgooso" and "The 
Gcorgind", verse satires on liter- 
ary life In South Africa and In 
England. These were followed by 
many other publications, the most 



recent of them being The Talk* 
ing Broncho", and his autobio* 
graphy, "Light on a Dark Horse'.',

On Freedom of the Press 
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Freedom of the Press is but nn as- 
sumption on which our society places a 
premium. The term 'freedom' apparently 
means that there should be an unhindered 
disemination of information and fact — 
unhindered except for restrictions of taste. 

Now 'taste' means that certain things 
supposedly determined by a common code 
should or should not be expressed: i.e. a 
form of censorship. Situations are not al 



analysis the disemination of information, 
fact and opinion is in the manner directed 
by the publisher. 

Competition is stimulating but the 
newspaper and magazine fields show some 
ill effects. Smear campaigns and exagger- 
ations of thé facts are used to build up 
circulation. The distortios of details is in- 
tentional and not accidental. 

To combat this tendency the govern-

a decision can not always be reached. For 
example, would it be good taste to criticize 
visiting political dignitaries when they 
come to MeGill? On the other hand, would 
it be foolish not to? A current book is an- 
other example. Is Dr. Kinsey's book and 
.-subject matter suitable editorial material 
for Anglo-Saxons? While each issue must 
be considered by itself in terms of the in- 
hibitions and prudery of the group, the 
illustrations show that this is impossible. 
But if taste restrictions were indiscrimin- 
ately removed? Certain nickel weeklies il- 
lustrate the answer. 

No one ever bothers to question why 
there should be an unhindered disemina- 
tion of information. Censorship may be be- 
neficial and desirable. Restraint imposed 
by university officials on student publica- 
tions are justifiable because the reputation 
of a university is always involved. Again 
strong supporters for the CBC's. control 
• over radio and television resent the attacks 
that their pet is not free. A hypocritical 
position is shown by those who cry for a 
free press but support federal restrictions 
in other communication media. 

In our society the newspapers are run 
by private organizations — political par- 
tics or private individuals or corporations. 
In these cases the press is usually only a 
loudspeaker for the ideas of party or group. 
Hence there may be no direct-profit-motive 
in newspaper ownership. Most low-income 
groups lack the capital to establish and 
•maintain a newspaper so that the control 
of the press is rather one-sided and in final 



service for every community by an organ- 
ization supported by taxation, but outside 
of direct parliamentary control similar to 
that of the CBC. There should be no domin- 
ation of information-distribution by one 
class, economic or political group. The non- 
profit press would mean a terrific reduc- 
tion in advertising and consequently a high- 
er standard than is enjoyed in papers and 
magazines today. A committee could select 
educational material to be rammed down 
the throats of culture-conscious-Canadians. 

However, the government in power 
might be tempted to use the 'peoples' press' 
to propagandize the people. Then the press 
could only represent the party in power. 
Pravda is an excellent example. Note fur- 
ther that criticism of the CBC does not 
come from within by radio or on television, 
but from outside, in the press. 

This leads to the problem of criticism. 
That a free press is necessary to have cri- 
ticism is another assumption. It is still 
possible to have criticism within the frame- 
work of a federal press. Our current news- 
papers criticize mainly by trumpeting their 
own ideas. A solution is difficult to reach. 

Both government and private owner- 
ship of the newspapers have merits. A dis- 
cussion of the advantages and disadvan- 
tages of each type leads into the magazine 
field and the present federal control of 
radio and television broadcasting. The point 
still remains that a truly free press does 
not and cannot exist except as an idealistic 
assumption.

The C.C.F. club would like In answer the 
letter of Jack Grccnslicn, pres. of the Liberal 
Club (Tuesday, Oct. 27) on the question of 
Model Parliaments. The Club wishes to clarify 
its own position, as well as refute certain mis- 
representations and half-truths prominent in 
his letter. 

' First, the attack on the personal integrity 
of tho C.C.F. Club President, Mr. Ritbin: 
J) "the president approved the resolution" 
said the lelter: This statement is false. The 
bill was not approved but tentatively ac- 
cepted, with grave misgivings and with the 
reservation that the club must have the. 
final say. Even this acceptance would not 
have been made if not for the nearness of 
the parliament date itself. 

S) "the president himself suggested . . . the,,, 
use- of humorous topics": This statement 
torn out of the context of the Steering 
Committee meeting, distorts the. truth. For 
the sake of harmony and a speedy com- 
pletion of the report the president was 
authorized to stale privately, that if other 
clubs insisted, he would not object to the 
insertion of this clause. 11 was made clear 
to the Steering Committee at the time thai 
this did not remove our basic objection to 
"humorous topics". Wc regret that Mr. 
Grecnsticn found it necessary to violate 
this confidence. 

3) "he lacked the courage to support this 
view" etc: The Club slates thai there never 
was, nor is there now, a difference of view 
separating the president and the club on 
the Model Parliament issue. Mr. Grecn- 
sticn might have checked the facts more 
carefully before writing this kind of malic- 
ious nonsense.

J) The view of the C.C.F. Club is that the 
bill in question is of a somewhat frivolous 
nature, certainly not fit for debate at so 
important function as the Open House.

2) After long and careful consideration of the 
debating aspects of the Bill, wc arc con- 
vinced that a debate on it, cannot, the best 
intentions of all, notwithstanding, cannot 
but turn the Model Parliament into an 
anti-American fiasco. This is something wc 
feel should be avoided at all costs. 
The C.C.F. Club considers that the func- 
tion of the Model Parliaments is to provide 
a University Forum where issues of national 
and international importance may be discuss- 
ed by all students. ~\Yc fell that there is ample 
place for intelligent wit and humour in these 
general discussions and debates. Humor must 
be the servant of the Model Parliament, not 
its master. 

The only "humorous'' debate in Parlia- 
ment last year was the /rnrrj on the Senate. 
This drew a grand total of four independent 
students. The Political Forum, however, a se- 
rious party sounding board if ever there teas 
one, an affair notably lacking this "humorous" 
element, filled Moysc Hall.

Kiev is Russian 



Dear Sir, 

This reader would very much like, to learn 
where Students Wynnyckij, Karpishka, vuk, 
and Muczka studied the history of their own 
state and capital city, Kiev. It scons to mc 
that these mislead persons, who were so very 
quick to criticize the very excellent article 
written by Ircna Wisnicwsk-Chcnault on Rus- 
sia, must le terribly confused. Allow be to 
adjust the erroneous "Historical Correction" 
that appeared in these columns last Monday. 

Looking through the long telescope of his- 
iory, and focusing it on nincth century Kiev, 
we see Prince Olcg, ruler of Moscovy, uniting 
the city with the rest of the Moscovy Empire, 
the foundation of the later Russian Empire. 
Since that event in 880, the city of Kiev and 
the regions surrounding it have been as much 
a part of Russia as the Isle of Montreal is a 
part of Canada. True, after Olcg Kiev has 
been ruled by either Mongols, Lithuanians, 
roles, or Germans, (and now Soviets), but 
this foreign clement was merely temporary 



military occupation which in total amounted 
to a few decades. Please understand, Sir, Kiev 
has always been a Russian city. J would like 
to point out that it was once Russia's Capital, 
and it played an extremely important role in 
the History of Russia, and of Russian Ortho- 
doxy. 

The authors of the "Historical Correction" 
must be reminded that the Ukraine, became 
an independent nation, Ukrania, by the grace 
of Russia in November, 1017, and came to a 
quick close six, months later. Since then, she 
has had some periods of autocratic rule, de- 
pending cntircllj upon the dispositions of her 
neighbors, weak and powerful. 

Indeed, Sir, the Ukraine has always been a 
territory of Russia, and Kiev, Us capital (just 
as Chariot tetown is the capital of P.E.I. ), is 
as Russian as Moscow.

Defense of Democracy 



Dear Sir, 

It is all very well for us parasites, to sit 
back in our armchairs, pompously smoking our 
cigars, and to air our negative solutions to 
world affairs. At the present time most of us 
feel that positive action against communism 
must be taken and it is for this that the Brit- 
ish government arc being both slandered as 
well as praised for their recent action in Brit- 
ish Guiana. 

The recent article in Monday's Daily sign- 
ifies perhaps a little more than a mere 'Sugar 
and Strife' as it is entitled. It is not just a 
question as to whether a small, undeveloped, 
uneducated colony in South America should 
be kept within the framework of democracy 
by the use of undemocratic measures, but it is 
a matter of Western policy towards internal 
rebellion that has to be decided. Even whilo 
the British government was taking emergen- 
cy measures to combat the forces of anarchy 
in Briitsh Guiana, the self-titled 'Fourth Com- 
mittee' of the United Nations Organization 
was giving its support and encouragement to 
anarchists among colonial peoples everywhere. 
It consists not only of five Arab states, Indo- 
nesia, and Yugoslavia but also of five Latin- 
American republics. Its proposals will of cour- 
se bo carried and it will be hailed with delight 
by the half-educated political, bandits, such 
as those of Guiana, who arc stirring up trou- 
ble in all the colonics. 

Not only do I feet that Mr. Krugcr has 
failed to examine the Worldwide implications 
that a small communist dictatorship could 
have once it were allowed to become establish- 
ed in South America but also that he has not 
obtained the real facts from the Colonial Offi- 
ce statement at the time. There is little doubt 
that the British government would not have 
taken such action if there had not have been 
solid grounds for believing that the Jagan 
administration was bcin detrimental to the 
welfare and progress of the colony; nor would 
such a man as Sir Alfred Savage have inter- 
fered if he had not felt that the colony was 
heading towards disaster. The colonial office, 
itself, stated at the time that "the People's 
Progressive Party would go to any lengths, 
including violence, to turn British Guiana in- 
to a Communist state" and that Us Ministers 
were completely under the control of a Com- 
munist clique, whose sole object was to turn 
British Guiana into a totalitarian slate sub- 
ordinate to Moscow and a dangerous platform 
for the extension of Communist influence in 
the Western hemisphere. Ministers had provok- 
ed and encouraged the recent strikes in the 
sugar industry for political purposes and had 



deliberately spread the stoppage to other in- 
dustries including essential services. They had 
incited the people with the intention of in- 
timidating the Parliamentary opposition party 
and had tried to undermine the loyalty of the 
police force at the same time as proposing to 
set up a "people's police." 

The Colonial office lists many other ex- 
amples of subversive activities by the P.I'.P. 
Ministers and it further points out thai these 
activities had already done much harm. Mode- 
rate opinion in the Colony had become alarm- 
ed and as a result no capital development in 
the Colony could be expected, nor any of the 
much-needed financial assistance from out- 
side. "This could only lead, and lead soon, to 
mass unemployment". They had promoted the 
formation of a Communist political youth or- 
ganization, set up a committee which support- 
ed Communist activities in Malaya, and had 
deliberately formatted racial haired. Their 
next attempt to demonstrate their power 
might have been disastrous to the colony. 

It therefore appeared clear that the Min- 
isters had no intention of making the consti- 
tution work, and were ready to use violence 
and plunge the Colony into économie and 
social chaos along the usual lines of com- 
munism and there is little doubt that the fall 
of Booker Brothers and the other great ocm- 
panics who look after the welfare of their 
employees in such exemplary fashion would 
mean ruin for the Colony. It is clear that 
action had to be taken in British Guiana 
whether it was the result of the large company 
influence or not. The important sugar and 
bauxite industries had to be protected if the 
West were not to be further hampered in 
their fight against the evils of Communism — 
whether this action is typical of the nineteenth 
century nabobs is for the reader to decide. 

The P.I'.P. had only been elected by a 
majority of 51% of the votes cast and it is 
doubtful whether they would be re-elected in 
democratic elections. As Bertrand Russell 
says: "What is an upholder of democracy to 
do ichen a majority votes against democracy Î 
I think the answer is that democracy involves 
legal opportunities for changes of opinion, and 
that it is anti-democratic to allow a moment- 
arily popular clique to secure itself in power 
indefinitely no matter how unpopular it may 
subsequently become." Thai is the situation 
in backward British Guiana today and the 
country must be protected if it is to be allow- 
ed to develop into the powerful democratic 
state it may soon be.

A Vital Issue 



Dear Sir, 

Every student whose interests extend be- 
yond the Up of his own nose is thinking or 
discussing the issue of British Guiana, a feat- 
ure tvhich has also figured in the letter column 
of the Daily. 

The issue is a vital one to Democracy, con- 
sidered in its Western sense. It is not a new 
one. John Stuart Mill came up against the 
problem of the defence of Democracy and 
was convinced that no force should be used, 
lut that discussion could always prove the 
attacker in the wrong. The fate of Central 
'European countries, however, has shown that 
once the Communists have seized the state 
apparatus, discussion on other li ncs than those 
approved by the Government is virtually im- 
possible. In most of those countries— which 
include all those in East Central Europe, and 
not merely Czechoslovakia and Hungary — 
criticism cased in accordance with the varied 
speed of communization applied, and the peo- 
ple were not allowed to vole for political 
groups outside the Government "blocs" or 
forced alliances. With such experience in mind, 
it is not surprising that the Foreign Office 
feared the consequences of the PPP's open 
admission that it would not stop at violence 
to attain its ends.

However, I tend to agree with Mr. Krugcr 
that the British Foreign Office should re- 
member that it is in the 20th century, and 
publicize the proof it claims it has, of the 
connection of the Pl'P with the Communist 
Party. The avowed aim of the Communist 
Party is the overthrow of non-Communist gov- 
ernments wherever possible, and by all possi- 
ble means, the programme of the Comintern, 
of which the Cominform is a continuation, is 
very illuminating on this point, with its in- 
sistence on both legal and illegal Communist 
parties, if the party is legally permitted to 
exist. In the case of British Guiana, however, 
distant as it is from the Soviet Union, the 
British should have disregarded their econo- 
mic interests — if those motivated their move 
— and allowed the world to sec how a Com- 
munist party in, power would behave — In 
this point I am also in agreement with Mr. 
Krugcr — Or, proof of a close connection with 
European communists should have been pub- 
lished. Unfortunately, especially for those who 
have little knowledge of communism in prac- 
tice, all that has been achieved is a show of 
force against a democratically elected govern- 
ment.

When he tnkes 
IiIr first command to sea ho ex- 
periences the grent exhilaration of 
responsibility. Tho ship moves or 
stops, slows down or speeds 
ahead, only at his command. This 
training is gained on maneuvers 
In the Atlantic, off England. Spain 
or Africa, or in the Pacific, off 
Hawaii, Japan or Korea. Wliere- 
ever It Is, whatever It is, the Navy 
both In peace and war Is ocn- 
llnually striving to keep up Its 
efficiency.
